RUSSIA'S POLICY MADE PLAIN 


London, Sept. 1.—The foreign office 


here, apparently, is not yet ready to 
publicly declare Great Britain's posi- 
tion in the present Chinese situation, 
but all indications tend to confirm 
the belief that Lord Salisbury favors 
the principles contained in the Amer- 
ican-Russian proposals, though, pos- 
sibly, hf may have some modifica- 
tion to suggest. 


GERMANY'S POLICY. 


Berlin, Sept. 1.—Semi-officially it 


is reaffirmed that Germany now/^ts 
heretofore, adheres to the 
program 


mapped out in the circular of July 3 
and then approved by all the powers. 


RUSSIA'S POLICY DISCLOSED. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 1.—The Official 


Messenger today publishes the text 
of the circular addressed to the Rus- 
sian representatives abroad, 
dated 


August 25, the gist of which, 
as 


shown by the correspondence issued 
yesterday at Washington, the Rus- 
sian charge d'affaires communicated 
to Acting Secretary Adee on Monday. 


The official announcement after 


mentioning the unexpectedly rapid 
turn of military events at the seat 
of war in Pe-Chi-Li, enabling a 
**comparatively insignificant detach- 
ment" of the allied forces to attain 
the original main object, the relief 
of the legationers and 
foreigners 


and the dispersal of the rebels con- 
centrated at the capital, proceeds: 


"These favorable circumstances, 


however, change in no way the 
political program of Russia 
as 


previously marked out in the last 
government communique and in or- 
der that no misunderstanding or in- 
correct 
interpretations 
regarding 


the further intentions of Russia may 
arise, the emperor has directed the 
acting foreign minister to address to 
his representatives abroad the cir- 
cular which follows: 


OBJECTS OF INVASION. 


" 'The immediate objects which 


the imperial 
government had in 


view at the very outset of the Chi- 
nese trouble were as follows: 


" 'First—To protect the Russian 


legation at Pekin, 


" 'Second—To assure the safety of 


Russian subjects against the crim- 
inal intentions of the 
Chinese 


rebels. 
" 'Third—To render help to the 


Chinese government in its struggle 
with those troubles, in the interests 
of a speedy establishment of the le- 
gal order of things in the empire.' 


FUNDAMENTAL PURPOSES. 
"As a result all the powers inter- 


ested decided, with the same object 
in view, to send troops to China. The 
imperial government, therefore, pro- 
posed the following 
fundamental 


principles to guide the powers in 
China: 


" 'First—The maintenance of a 


common 
agreement 
among 
the 


powers. • 


" 'Third—The removal of every- 


thing that could lead to the parti- 
tion of the celestial empire. 


" 'Fourth—The establishment with 


the united* powers of a legal central 
government at Pekin, able alone to 
preserve order and tfatiquility in the 
country.' 


ADHERES TO OLD PROGRAM. 
"On these points agreements pre- 


vailed with almost all the powers. 


"While pursuing no other objects, 


the imperial government will con- 
tinue to steadfastly adhere to its 
former program of action. 
When 


the course of events, such as a rebel 
attack on our troops at New-Chwang 
and a series of hostile acts by the 
Chinese on our state frontier, as, for 
instance, 
the 
bombardment 
of 


Blagovetcbenskj, induced Russia to 
occupy New-Chwang and 
march 


troops into the Manchurian terrir- 
tories, such timely measures, which 
were exclusively prompted by the 
necessity of warding off the ag- 
gressive acts of the Chinese rebels, 
can in no way testify to any inde- 
pendent plans, which are completely 
foreign to the policy of the imperial 
government^ 


"At »oon ai lasting 
order shall 


have been established in Manchuria 
and indispensable measures taken for 
the protection of railway construc- 
tion, which, according to agree- 
ment, China assured, Russia will not 
fail to recall her troops from these 
territories of the neighboring em- 
pire, provided the action of other 
powers does not place any obstacle 
in the way of such a measure. 


"It is manifest that the interests 


of the other foreign powers and in- 
ternational companies at the port of 
New Chwang, occupied by 
Russia 


and open to international trade, as 
also on the railways which have been 
restored by our troops, remain invio- 
late and are fully assured. 


FIRST END ACCOMPLISHED. 
"By the capture of Pekin, which, 


o^ving to changed circumstances was 
effected more expeditiously than ex- 
pect^d, the first and principal task 
which the imperial government set 
itself, the deliverance of the repre- 
sentatives of the powers, with all 
the foreigners besieged, has been ac- 
complished. 


"The second task, namely, assist- 


ing in the establishment of a legal 
central government which shall co« 
operate in the re-establishment 
oi; 


order and regular relations with the 
powers, appears at present difficult, 
owing to the departure from the cap- 
ital of the emperor and empress re- 
gent and the tsung-H-yameu, Un- 
der such circumstances the imperial 
government' does not consider there 
s sufficient reason for ministers ac- 
credited to the Chinese government 
to remain longer at Pekin, as the 
.atter is absent. It is therefore in* 
tended to recall the Russian minis- 
ter with all the members of the mis- 
sion to Tien Tsin, whither they will 
be accompanied by Russian troops, 
whose presence at Pekin hencefor- 
ward appears purposeless in conse- 
quence of the oft-declared firm deter- 
mination of the government not to 
depart from the task it originally set 
tself. As soon, however, as a legal 
Chinese government again takes the 
reins of power and appoints a repre- 
sentative invested with full author- 
ty to negotiate with the powers, 
Russia, after having come 
to an 


agreement with all the foreign gov- 
ernments, will, on her side, not fail 
o send a plenipotentiary to the place 
where the negotiations will be held. 


(In recommending how to bring 


all this to the knowledge of the gov- 
ernments to which we are accredited 
we hope that the latter will share 
our views." 


CARRYING OUT THE POLICY. 
The Official Messenger concludes 


with announcing that in consequence 
of the communication of the above 
ircular to the foreign powers M. 
DeGeirs, the Russian 
minister at 


Pekin, and General Lievitcb, com- 
mander of the Russian troops at the 
Chinese capital, were 
directed 
to 


promptly carry out the imperial in- 
tentions regarding the transfer from 
Pekin to Tien Tsin of all of the mem- 
bers of the mission, Russian subjects 
and Russian troops, with due con- 
sideration for all local circumstances. 


SLAUGHTER OF BOXERS. 


r'Jopyrlgbted, 1900, The Associated Press.] 
* 'Taku, Aug. 28, via Shanghai, Aug. 
30.—An intercepted letter written 
by tbe vice roy at Pao-Ting-Fu, who 
commanded at Tien Tsin during the 
fighting there, says that the taotal 
of the city of Tsang Chow, on the 
canal, invited 2,000 boxers to a feast, 
and that while the boxers were eat- 
ing and their weapons were stacked 
the imperial soldiers, by his orders, 
fell upon them, and slaughtered all 
of them. 


The viceroys complains that the 


boxers are overrunning the country 
southwest of Tien Tsin, particularly 
the cities on the grand canal, defy- 
ing the officials, who at first counte- 
nanced them, and looting and kill- 
ing the enemies of their organization 
and fighting the imperial 
troops. 


The gates of Pao-Tlng-Fu are kept 
closed and the people inside are suf- 
fering, the boxers practically besieg- 
ing the' place.

THE AEMY CHIEF TALKS OF 


CHINESE SITUATION. 


THINKS CRISIS STILL ACUTE 


DISMEMBERMENT SUEE TO BE 


FOLLOWED BY SIGHTING. 


UNCLE SAM WOULD TAKE HAND 


AN ALARMIST VIEW OF THE 


QUESTION, 


Chicago, Sept 1*—The acute stage 


of the Chinese situation has not been 
reached, in the opinion of Gen, Nel- 
son A. Miles. He regards it as possi- 
ble that a general 
conflict of the 


powers may result from the conflict- 
ing interests in China, and he be- 
lieves that an attempt on the part 
of some of the powers to partition 
the Celestial empire among 
them- 


selves would be sufficient ground for 
the United States to resort to force. 


en**-I Miles also believes that the 


dismemberment of China would hold 
the possibility of a great danger to 
the United States, in that the time 
might come when the European na- 
tions might turn their covetous 
glances toward the riches of America 
and be tempted to combine against 
this country. 


"No, I do not believe that the acute 


stage of the Chinese crisis has pass- 
ed/' said the general. "I believe 
that it is possible that the conflict- 
ng interests of the powers will yet 
bring on a general conflict, which 
will involve all the civilized powers 
n the greatest war of modern times. 
The danger arises from the chance 
;hat some of the powers will attempt 
he dismemberment of the 
Chinese 


empire. 
If the United States and 


Bussia succeed in actirig in harmony 
along the lines of the reported agree- 
ment between them it snay result in 
a peaceful outcome from the present 
situation," 


"Bo you believe that an attempt 
o partition China would result in a 
conflict between the powers, Gen- 
eralp" 


"That is my opinion." 
"What attitude would the United 


States adopt in that case, do you 
hinkP Would this country fight?'? 
"I believe it would have sufficient 


cause to fight," was General Miles* 
response. "So far as I can see, the 
most hopeful indication is the chance 
that the United States and Russia 
will agree to act together," he con- 
tinued. "There is to my mind every 
reason to believe that Russia is act- 
ng in good faith. Bussia has more 
;o gain by the preservation of the 
Chinese empire than she has by the 
policy of disruption. She has spent 
vast sums in the construction of the 
Trans-Siberian railway, the greatest 
enterprise of modern times."

Washington Government Has No 


Other Course in Chinese 


Question Now. 


POWERS TO DECLARE POLICY 


Washington, Sept, 1.—The status 


of the Chinese negotiations today is 
still a waiting one as far as the 
United States is concerned. 
The 


powers are indulging in a rapid ex- 
change of views by telegraph and 
cable, respecting the Russia-Ameri- 
can propositions. As the American 
note was designed to call out a 
straight expression of policy from the 
various powers respecting the pro- 
posed withdrawal from Pekin, it is 
understood that its effect has been to 
bring about these consultations wich 
the view of gaining strength by 
combined action in their responses. 
Important developments -are not ex- 
pected within the next day or two 
at least, that period of time being re- 
•arded as necessary in order that the 
various elements may merge. 


Meanwhile, it is declared policy by 


the state department that there will 
be no further authorized publica- 
tions of any of the notes now in pro- 
cess of exchange until a complete ac- 
cord has been reached, or at least 
until the subject under consideration 
has been finally disposed of. This 
attitude has been assumed because 
ree discussions in the press based 
some significance, according to the 
state department officials, upon er- 
loneous conceptions of the meaning 
of certain notes officially published, 
and on misleading conjectures as to 
the nature of other notes unpub- 
ished threatens to retard the de- 
relopment of the negotiations. 


The question of Li Hung Chang's 


credentials is now said to be ancient 
history. It is pointed out that all 
of the governments involved in the 
Chinese trouible are a unit, accord- 
ng to their official declarations, in 
;heir willingness to negotiate with 
the Chinese government as soon as 
some responsible representative of 
hat government can be found. When 
such a government is installed It can 
tself dispose of the question of Li 
Hung Chang's credentials and it is 
said to he idle to raise objections now 
as to their sufficiency in advance of 
any meeting of plenipotentiaries. 


The other matter, relative to Li 


Hung Chang's threatened detention 
by the foreign admirals, 'also has lost 
(ignificance and point. The state de- 
partment, which never doubted Li 
Hung Chang was at Shanghai, ds con- 
fiimed in this belief toy a press dis- 
patch of apparent authenticity pub- 
ished this morning. 
It is not believed that Earl Li will 


go to Taku or Tien Tsin, where the 
foreign admirals may be, if there is 
:he least danger, in his opinion, of 
nterference on their part with his 
personal liberty. 


The Castine ariived at Amoy this 


morning. She started from Shang- 
hai on the 28th ult. for that port, in 
answer to the appeal of Consul John- 
son to safeguard American interests, 
The voluntary action of the Japanese 
officials in withdrawing their forces 
from Amoy undoubtedly has relieved 
the international situation, but that 
very withdrawal may necessitate the 
retention of the Castine at Amoy for 
some time to prevent rioting by the 
Chinese. The navy department has 
given no instructions to Commandei 
Wilde, of the Oregon, relative to the 
destination of his big ship, since Sec- 
retary Long's cablegram two month's 
ago, authorizing him to resume his 
interrupted voyage to Taku. It is 
said at the department that this 
project, however, is not likely to be 
carried out, but that the Oregon will 
(be assigned to a post by the com- 
mander-in-chief of the station, Ad- 
miral Remey, and in all likelihood 
that post will not be Taku* 


Owing to her draft the Oregon 


would be required to lie about four- 
teen miles off shore at that place on 
a poor anchorage, not a desirable po- 
sition for a low freeboard battleship, 


It is believed that the big ship 


probably will go to Shanghai, or 
rather that she will be sent to tne 
mouth of the Yang-frse, to cfarry out 
the engagement of the United States 
to contribute toward the protection 
of the transport service.

A CHOP OF RtJMOBS, 


London, Sepfe. 1.—In the absence of 


definite, reliable news front China, 
Shanghai is again distributing a crop 
of rumors. According to reports from 
that city Great Britain has furnished 
Liu Kun Yeh, the viceroy of Nankin, 
and Chang Chih Tung, the viceroy of 
Hankow, with strong 
guarantees 


against the reported intention of the 
dowager empress to supersede them 
on account of their alleged pto-for- 
eign tendencies. The guarantees are 
also said to include opposition to all 
attempts to dismemJber 'China. 


The imperial court, it is reported, 


remains at Tai-Yuan-¥u, capital Of 
the province of Shan-Si, e afraid to 
move owing to stories that the Chi- 
nese troops are ravaging the country 
far and wide and are even murdering 
imperial officials who have been try- 
ing' to join the fu'gitive imperial 
court. 


The dispatches further assert that a, 


German legation will be established 
at Shanghai, at least pending the ar- 
rival in China of Pield 'Marshal Von 
Waldersee.

RUSSIA'S POLICY DISCLOSED.

yesterday at Washington, the Rus- 
sian charge d'affaires communicated 
to Acting: Secretary Adea on Monday. 


The official announcement after

OBJECTS OF INVASION.

" 'First—To protect the Russian 


legation at Pekin. 


" 'Second—To assure the safety of 


Russian subjects against the crim-

rebels. 


" 'Third—To render help to the 


Chinese government in its struggle 
with those troubles, in the interests 
of a speedy establishment of the le- 
gal order of things in the empire.' 


FUNDAMENTAL PURPOSES. 
"As a result all the powers inter- 


ested decided, with the same object 
in view, to send troops to China. The 
imperial government, therefore, pro- 
posed the 
following fundamental 


principles to guide the powers in 
China: 


" 'First—The maintenance 
of a 


common 
agreement 
among 
the 


powers. ' 


" 'Third—The removal o£ every- 


thing that could lead to the parti- 
tion of the celestial empire. 


" 'Fourth—The establishment with 


the united powers of a legal central 
government at Pekin, able alone to 
preserve order and tranquil ity in the 
country.' 
ADHERES TO OLD PROGRAM. 
"On these points agreements pre- 


vailed with almost all the powers. 


"While pursuing no other objects, 


the imperial government will con- 
tinue to steadfastly adhere to Its 
former program of action. 
When

pire, provided the action of other 
powers does not place nuy obstacle 
in the way of such a measure. 


"It is manifest that the interests 


of the other foreign powers and in- 
ternational companies at the port of 
New Chwang, occupied by 
Russia 


and open to international trade, ns 
also on the railways which have been 
restored by our troops, remain invio- 
late and are fully assured. 


FIRST END ACCOMPLISHED. 
•By the capture of Pekin, which, 


owing to changed circumstances was 
effected more expeditiously than ex- 
pected, the first and principal task 
which the imperial government set 
itself, the deliverance of the repre- 
sentatives of the powers, with all 
the foreigners besieged, has been ac- 
complished. 


Tha second task, namely, assist- 


ing in the establishment of a legal 
central government which shall co- 
operate in tho re-establishment o? 
order and regular relations with the 
powers, appears at present difficult, 
owing to the departure from the cap- 
ital of the emperor and empress re- 
gent and the tsuug-li-yaniGU. 
Un- 


der such circumstances the imperial 
government' does not consider there 
is sufficient reason for ministers ac- 
credited to the Chinese government 
to remain longer at Pekin, as the 
latter is absent. It is therefore in- 
tended to recall the Russian minis- 
:er with all the members of the mis- 
sion to Tien Tsin, whither they will 
:)e accompanied -by Russian troops, 
whose presence at Pekin hencefor- 
ward appears purposeless in conse- 
quence of the oft-declared firm deter- 
mination of the government not to 
dapart from the task it originally sot 
itself. 
As soon, however, ns a legal 


jhinese government again takes the 
reins of power and appoints a repre- 
sentative invested with full author- 
ity to negotiate with the powers, 
Russia, after having come

SLAUGHTER OF BOXERS.

30.—An intercepted letter written 
by the vice roy at Pno-Ting-Fu, who 
commanded at Tien Tsin during the 
fighting there, says that the taotal 
of the city of Tsang Chow, on the 
canal, invited 2,000 boxers to a feast, 
and that while the boxers were eat- 
ing and their weapons were stacked 
the imperial soldiers, by his orders, 
fell upon them, and slaughtered all 
of them.

The guarantees are 
ilso said to include opposition to all 
attempts to dismember China. 


The imperial court, it is reported, 


remains at Tai-Yuan-Fu, capital of 
the province of Shan-Si, ^afraid to 
move owing to stories that the Chi- 
nese troops are ravaging the country 
"ar and wide and are even murdering 
imperial officials who have been -try- 
ing to join, the fugitive imperial 
court. 


The dispatches further assert that a. 
•erman legation -will be established 


at Shanghai, at least pending the ar- 
rival in China of Field Marshal Von 
Waldersee.

''More than twenty years ago, with 


the hearty approval of General R, E. 
Lee, 
and, I believe, with the sanc- 


tion of the whole people, I made ear* 
nest and persistent efforts to have 
banished from the schools 
of the 


south and of the north all sectional 
school books and books which had 
any taint of bitterness against either 
section, 


**Every movement made 
by the 


United Confederate Veterans, eveiy 
recommendation by our 
historical 


committee, has been to find and sus- 
tain only such 
books as give the 


truth of history without the slight- 
est tinge of passion 
or prejudice 


against either the north or the south. 
I do not hesitate to say, in the broad* 
est and most emphatic terms, that 
such is the spirit of an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the southern people. 
"Any effort, however, to have books 


used in schools, north or south, which 
would lower the self-respect of the 
children of either section or their 
legitimate pride 
in the. motives 


which prompted the soldiers of either 
army or in their 
fathers' achieve- 


ments had just as well ba abandoned. 
Such an effort will never success. It 
ought 
not 
to succeed, because it 


would be directly destructive of the 
future manhood of our country."

LEE'S DEATH MASK. 


A dispatch sent out fiom Washing- 


ton a few weeks ago to a Chicago 
paper, stating that the death mask 
of Gen. R. E. Lee, taken by Clark 
Mills, was recently found in the Cor- 
coran art gallery, Washington, is er- 
roneous, as far as can be ascertained 
in Lexington, Va., wheie General 
Lee, 
as president of Washington and 


Lee university, spent the closing 
years of his life. Prof. A, L. Nelson, 
of the university, and M. Miley, a 
photographer of Lexington, both of 
whom knew the southern hero per- 
sonally* and were thrawn with him 
frequently, say that, as well as they 
recall the incident, Mr. Mills was not 
in Lexington at the time of General 
Lee's death. His visit was made there 
several yeafs previous to that time, 
piobably in the faH of 1867, wlien he 
made a cast of general Lee's face. 
Mr. Mills, in talking to Mr. Miley at 
the time, said thrft he used a new 
process just brought to this country 
from Europe by his son* which pro- 
cess he claimed to be greatly superior 
to the plaster method* The naw pro- 
cess was put on the face like lather, 
and gave better results. It made a 
thin mask and wfts easily removed 
from the face. Mr. Mills procured of 
Mr. Miley a number of General Lee's 
pictures, to be used in modeling, as 
he wished to get a great variety of 
facial expressions. "Mr. Mills wrste 
to Mr. Miley after Iris return to 
Washington and requested the lafter 
to handle the life-size busts of Gen- 
eral Lee, which he was at that time 
prepared to make. After this cor- 
respqndence Mr. Miley never heard 
frdntfM^. Mills, nor dtd he ever hear 
what became of the mask. Persons 
in Lexington, Va,, in position to 
know, sav that no mask tfrarfDpVer 
made of General Lee after his .cfeath,

LEE'S DEATH MASK. 


A dispatch sent out from Washing- 


ton ix few weeks tign to a Chicago 
paper, stating that tile death mask 
of Gen. K. E. Lee. taken by Rlnrk 
Mills, was recently found in the Cor- 
coran art gallery,, Washington, is er- 
roneous, as far as can be ascertained 
in Lexington, V.i., where General 


Lee, 
as president of; Washing-ton and 


Lcc uinvfii-fity, 
spent 
the closing 


years of hia life. Prof. A. L. Nelson, 
of the university, and M. Miley, a 
photographer of Lexington, both of 
whom knew the southern hero per- 
sonally and were thrown with him 
frequently, say that, as well .is they 
recall the incident,- Mr. Mills WKS not 
in Lexington at the time of General 
Lee's death. His Visit wns inada there 
several years previous to that time, 
probably in. tlie fall of 1867, when he 
made a cast of General Lee's face. 
Mr. Mills, in talking- to Mr. tfiley at 
the time, said tlia't he used a new 
process just brought to this country 
from Europe by his son. which pro- 
:ess he claimed to be greatly superior 
to the plaster method. The new pro- 
cess was put on the face like lather, 
and gave better results. It made a 
thin nir.sk and wns easily removed 
from the face. Mr. Mills procured of 
Mr. Miley a number of General Lee's 
pictures, to be used in modeling, as 
he wished to get a great variety of 
facial expressions. Mr. Mills wrnte 
to Mr. Miley after his 
return to 


Washington and requested the latter 
to handle the life-size busts of Gen- 
eral Lee, which he was at that time 
prepared to make. After this cor- 
respondence Mr. Miley never heard 


nipMr'. Mills, nor did he ever hear 


what became of the mask. Persons 
iu Lexington, Va., in position to 
know, say that, no mask 
iwas-.'".ever 


made of General Lee after his .death.

MILITARY FORCES TO BE KEPT 


AT HAND. 


Manila, Friday, Aug. 31.—In addi- 


tion to the commissioners' powers^ 
heretofore cabled, the following ex- 
tract from the official instructions 
will be published tomorrow:

ernment of the Philippines, exercised

revenue and public funds, education, 
civil service, the courts, municipali- 
ties and appointments to office al* 
ready described.

trol General MacArthur shall remain 
chief executive of the government

herein assigned to the commission, 


"Subject to the rules and regula- 


tions the commission shall legisla- 
tively enact, the municipal and de- 
partmental governments shall con- 
tinue reporting to General MacAr- 
thur and be under his limited super- 
vision and control, wherever the com- 
mission shall establish civil govern- 
ments. The military 'force in these 
localities shall te continued for the 
suppression of insurection and bri 
gandage as General TVEacArthur deems 
requisite. 


"The military shall be at -all times 


subject, under General MacArthur's 
orders, to tne can 01 me civu ttuiulur=" 
ities for the maintenance of latar and 
order and the enforcement of civil 
aiifrhnritv."

discpvery was the result of long 
study on the subject of tubeculosis, 
and promises to be of the greatest 
promise to the thousands of peaple 
suffering from 
tubercular trouble. 


Dr. Kime has established a sani- 
tarium here, where scores of patients 
are being treated, and the value of 
his knowledge is being satisfactorily 
demonstrated. 


It is a well-known fact that sun- 


light is the most effective germicide 
known. 
The difficulty that has con- 


fronted the scientific world has been 
the belief that light could not be 
made to penetrate the human tissues, 
and that, therefore, the parts suffer- 
ing from tubercular affections could 
not be reached. 
Dr. Kime combated 


this theory and advocated that light 
could be made to reach the affected 
parts. 
To do this he invented a disc 


of colored glass for the purpose of 
obtaining the actinic or light rays as 
differentiated from the heat rays* 
The light was reflected from this cir- 
cular mirror upon the body of the 
patient. 


To prove h'is) theory * that light 


would penetrate the body Dr, Kime 
began to perform some experiments 
in photography* In this he was as- 
sisted by G. L. Hostetler, a photog- 
rapher, of this city. 
The results ob- 


tained *were of such a character as 
to leave no shadow of doubt as to 
the coirectness of the theory.

This was fas- 
tened to a photographic dry plate, 
which had not been exposed to light, 
and the tv/o were placed upon the 
back between the should blades cf a 
well-developed man weighing 160 
pounds, the transparency "being put 
next to the skin with tht new plate 
immediately behind it. 
Over these 


were placed black cloths, and all were 
bound down firmly with black ban- 
dages. 
The man was then taken in- 


to the light room, and the leflector 
was turned upon the chest fifteen 
minutes. 
After exposure the man 


was again taken into the daik loom, 
where the plates were removed. The 
illustration shown was developed on 
the diy plate. 
The experiment, with 


similar results, was repeated on 
many occasions. To further test the 
reliability of the procedure, and to 
insure that the pictuie was not pro- 
duced by contact of the transparency 
with the plate, aided by body heat, 
or by some undetermined influence 
ether than the light transmitted 
through the body, plates were ar- 
ranged in the same manner and for 
similar periods of time without at- 
tempting to pass- light through the 
body, and no pictures were developed 
upon the plate. 


The experiment is important in the 


extreme as showing the new possi- 
bilities of photography, and from a 
scientific point as bearing upon the 
possible cure of consumptives with 
light rays.

Dr. Rime's discovery was made in 


connection with experiments for the 
cure of tubercular germs by the use 


sunlight as a germicide. 
This 


discovery was the result of long 
study on the subject of tubeculusis, 
and promises to be of the greatest 


•omiEc to the thousands of people 


suffering: from 
tubercular trouble, 


Dr." Kime has established a saiii- 
.arium here, where scores of patients 
are being treated, and the value of 
his knowledge is being satisfactorily 
demonstrated. 


It is a well-known fact that sun- 


light is the most effective germicide 
known. 
The difficulty that has con- 


'ronted the scientific world has been 
the belief that light' could not be 
made to penetrate the human tissues, 
and that, therefore, the parts suffer- 
ing from tubercular affections could 
not be reached. 
Dr. Kime combated 


this theory and advocated that light 
could be made to reach the affected 
parts. 
To do this he invented a disc 


of colored glass for the purpose of 
obtaining the actinic or light rays aa 
differentiated from the heat rays. 
The light was reflected from this cir- 
cular mirror upon the body of the 
patient. 


To prove If is 
theory that light 


would penetrate the body Dr. Kime 
began to perform some experiments 
in photography. 
In this he was as- 


sisted by G. L. Hostetler, a photog- 
rapher, of this city. 
The results ob- 


tained TVere of such a character as 
to leave no shadow of doubt as to 
the correctness of the theory. 


The method of procedure in pro- 


ducing these results was as follows: 
Tho subject upon whom the experi- 
ment was to he made was taken into 
the dark room of Photographer Hos- 
tetler, nnd the plates were applied 
with the greatest care that nil rays 
of light should be excluded except 
thosa which traversed the body from 
front to back. 


The reflector used in the experiment 


is a compound circular mirror thirty 
inches in diameter and overlaid with 
blue grass. 
It is so constructed that 


all the light which fnlls upon it is 
focused upon EL spot eight inches in 
diameter, about eight feet in front 
of it. 
Thus a very powerful blue 


light is brought to bear upon thu 
part. 
Blue light: is used on account 


of the high percentage of actinic 
rays of light in it as compared with 
the number of heat rays. 


A transparency on glass of a val- 


ley in the Klondike region was used 
as the original from which the pic- 
ture was to be made. 
This was fas- 


tened to a photographic dry pla.tr, 
which hud not been cxpcsed to light, 
and the two were placed upon ths 
back between the should blades cf n 
well-developed man weighing ICO 
pounrls, the transparency being put 
ne;i.t to the skiu with Hit new phito 
immediately behind it. 
Over these 


were placed black cloths, and all were 
bound down firmly with black foan- 
clnges. 
The man was then taken in- 


to the light room, and the reflector 
v/.ic turned upon the chest fifteen 
minutes. 
After- exposure the man 


was again taken into the dark room, 
where the plates were removed. The 
illustration shown was developed on 
the dry plate. 
The experiment, with 


similar 
results, wns renewed on 


many occasions. 
To further test the 


reliability of the procedure, and to 
insure that the picture was not pro- 
duced by contact of the transparency 
with the plate, aided by body heat, 
or by some undetermined influence 
nthsr 
than the light 
transmitted 


through the body, plates were ar- 
ranged in the same manner and for 
similar periods of time without at- 
tempting to pass light through the 
body, and uo pictures were developed 
upon the plate. 


The experiment is important in the 


extreme an showing the new possi- 
bilities of photography, and from a 
cclentifin point as bearing upon the 
passible cure of consumptives with 
light rays.

part of the general 
movement of 


France toward the east, a movement 
which began two centuries ago. The 
rivalry between the French and Eng- 
lish in India resulted in the expul- 
sion of the former from the penin- 
sula and apparently extinguished the 
hope of a French empire in Asia. In 
the early days of this century, how- 
ever, the discovery was made that a 
French sphere of influence might be 
established further to the east and 
French statesmen turned their at- 
tention to the possibility of founding 
colonies in southern China. A French 
missionary bishop established him 
self in Anam, and after a good deal 
of political maneuvering, finally suc- 
ceeded in obtaining control of the 
government, which he administered 
in the name of a native prince. For 
over a third of a century, this ar- 
rangement continued, but impatient 
of a half control, the French seized 
as a pretext the murder of some mis- 
sionaries and occupied the province 
in force against the protests of the 
Chinese government. 
There was a 


war and as a result the annexation 
of more territory, until finally the 
French possessions, stolen outright 
from 
China, 
aggregate 
272,000 


square miles, an area equal to that 
of Texas, and having a population of 
over 21,000,000. 


The British invasions of China, 


aside from the warlike expeditions 
mentioned, 
have 
generally 
been 


peaceful, for John 
Bull, however 


belligerent he may be in the case of 
a weak antagonist, aiways prefers 
trading to fighting. England, has, 
however, in China, as elsewhere, fol- 
lowed the traditional policy of seiz- 
ing points which could be easily de- 
fended and could be made available 
as bases for offensive 
operations 


should these become necessary. Hong 
Kong is an example of the English 
policy the world over. Situated as 
it is almost at the mouth of an im- 
portant inlet, and commanding the 
entrance to the great city 
of the 


south, Hong Kong is 
strategically 


considered one of the most important 
posts on the Chinese coast. 


The British invasion of the Yang 


Tse Kiang Valley is as yet entirely 
of a commercial nature, but whether 
it will continue so is a question that 
only the events of the 
next 
few 


months can answer. 
The valley of 


this great river is justly described 
as the Paradise of China. The Yang 
Tse is one of the largest rivers in 
the fr'arld, Is navigable 
for over 


1,700 miles, and drains an area of 
nearly 550,000 square miles, this one 
stream and its tributaries forming 
the water system of a territory not 
much inferior to that portion of the 
United States lying east of the Mis- 
sissippi. 
The population of 
this 


vast area is variously estimated at 
from 150,000,000 to 250,000,000 of 
people. In this great 
region ' the 


commercial influence of England is 
paramount, but the invasion of the 
merchant and trader has not yet been 
followed by the invasion of the sol- 
dier. That in time it will be no one 
who knows the history of the past 
can doubt, for never 
has it faile^d 


that the British trader was followed 
by the British general; never, after 
once acquiring a trade, have the Eng- 
lish yielded it without a fight. 


Apparently from the earliest times 


the Chinese have been the prey of 
any nation which chose to take the 
trouble to make war upon 
them. 


Their history has been one 
story 


into piles in the public squaies, and 
the story of Bagdad is the story of 
every other city which fell under the 
displeasure of this monster. In his 
greatest project, however, the la?«- 
sion and conquest of China, he failed, 
being himself claimed by the King 
of Terrors while on his march toward 
the Chinese frontier. 
At his death 


the army disbanded and the 
pro- 


posed invasion of China came to 
naught* There was great rejoicing 
in every part of the Chinese empire 
when the news came that Timour 
was no more. Freparations, after a 
feeble Chinese fashion, 
had 
been 


made to resist his advance, but the 
Chinese soldiers, with their 
sheep- 


like timidity and lack of military 
training, would have been no more 
a match for the fierce Tartars than 
they are for the allied army now in 
China, and, no doubt, had the ad- 
vance of Tamerlane been continued, 
the massacres of Genghis would have 
been repeated. 


There is one invasion of China that 


its people have no cause to dread. 
The military operations now being 
carried on by American troops are not 
in the nature of a conquest, do not 
look toward a permanent occupation 
of the country, nor the destruction of 
its population. The Chinese govern- 
ment has, in the past, had ample 
evidence of the friendliness of the 
United States. 
Only a few weeks 


ago a document emanated from our 
state department which 
practically 


assured the integrity of the Chinese 
empire. 
The Chinese are morally 


certain that as soon as the objects 
proposed by the American expedition 
have been obtained it will be with- 
drawn. They know that the only in- 
vasion from America will be that of 
our goods and machinery, and even 
the Chinese, conservative as they are, 
will probably in time concede that 
such an invasion is for the benefit 
rather than the injury of the empire 
and its people.

paid them with testimonials and 
badges, but it has never entered into 
the thoughts of American distrib- 
utors of military honors to confer 
upon these deserving women commis- 
sions in the army in recognition or 
their services. 
And yet, how well 


they would have "become the honor," 
and what pretty colonels and cap- 
tains they would have made. Imag- 
ine Helen Gould, for instance, as the 
colonel of a rough rider regiment* 
wearing natty khaki uniform and a 
Teddy Roosevelt hat, and there are 
many others who would make just 
as fine soldiers. Down in Kentucky 
there are a few colonels among the 
ladies, but the number is not nearly 
so large as it ought to be if such 
things went by desert in the United 
States. In European countries there 
are quite a number of royal colonels, 
the honor of a military commission 
being confined, however, almost ex- 
clusively to women otf the Hohen- 
zollern family. 


Kaiser Wilhelm is very fond of be- 


stowing the commission of colonel 
upon the ladies whom he delights to 
honor, and they enter into the royal 
pastime with all the zest 'and appre- 
ciation which he could desire. His 
royal grandmother, Queen Victoria, 
has the honor of "being a colonel of 
a 
Prussian 
regiment, 
the First 


Dragoon guards, and right proud is 
she of having been nominated to the 
position. 
Her majesty has never 


had a uniform made, although if she 
were younger she would no doubt 
wear one. She is much interested in 
the Prussi'an regiment, and would 
like to 'have the pleasure of inspect- 
ing it at Berlin. The duchess fcf Con- 
naught is another of the English 
royal family who holds military 
rtmk, she being colonel of the in- 
fantry Brandenburg regiment, No. 
64, which bears her father's name, 
The duchess has a uniform of "her 
regiment and whenever she goes to 
Germany she wears it. 


The beautiful Empress Alexander- 


Feodoravna, of Russia, who is the 
mother of so many pretty, but too 
numerous girl ttabies, Is one of the 
royal ladies to whom the kaiser has 
extended the courtesies of his army, 
appointing her colonel of the Second 
Prussian Dragoon guards, 
which 


bears her name. In her own coun- 
try the empress is also colonel of a 
Russian regiment, the Grand Lancers, 
and it is to be hoped that she finds 
time to attend to her military du'ties. 
Her mother-in-law, the dowager em- 
press, is quite an aid soldier, having 
had many military honors thrust 
upon her. She is at the head of the 
Imperial Russian Chevalier guards, 
the Second Guard Cuirassiers, the 
Thirty-second 
Dragoons and 
the 


Forty-sixth Dragoon regiment, and 
she is, besides, an honorary admiral 
of the Russian fleet. 


The Empress Frederick commands 


the Second Guard Hussars, a regi- 
ment given to her soon after her mar- 
riwge by Kaiser Wilbelm I., and the 
beautiful English girl presented a 
pretty picture as she proudly at the 
head of her regiment led it past the 
saluting poin't on inspection days. 
But she is more interested in the 
later 'days of her life in a regiment 
given to her by her son, the Eightieth 
Fusiliers, which is stationed at Wies- 
baden and Homberg, because from 
her home in Cronberg she dan often 
go over to the reviews or invite the 
officers and their wives to some fes- 
tivity, which is always as informal as 
a family meeting. 


But the dowagers and older ladies 


are not the only colonels in the Kais- 
er's army, for he has bestowed the 
rank upon a princess or two and one 
of the youngest and prettiest of his 
soldiers is the little queen of Holland, 
Quen Wilhelmine, who is chief of the 
Fifteenth Hussars, her mother being 
colonel of the Prussian infantry regi- 
ment of Prince Fredrich, of the Neth- 
erlands. 


The women who have succeeded in 


making themselves look best in their 
military uniforms ate perhaps the 
Empress jfredferidk, wlio has modified 
the hat Until it is very becoming, and 
Queen Margaret, of Italy, wife of the 
late King Humbert. She is said to 
present quite ft soldierly appearance 
as she rides forth at the head of 
Jager battalion, No. 11. The hat i* 
especially becoming, but that is be- 
cause the queen has arranged it to 
her own taste, as no military chapeau, 
as a man conceived it, could ever pos- 
sibly be worn to advantage 
by a 


splendid horsewoman and very sol- 
dierly in her bearing. 
She loves to 


inspect her regiment, and usually at- 
tends the review and takes great in* 
terest in the maneuvers. At the im- 
perial maneuvers at Homburg two 
years ago the ''colonel" was frequent- 
ly to be seen liding about the field in 
her uniform, which is her prettiest 
dress. 


The grand duchess of Mecklenburg- 


Schwerin is a Russian grand duchess 
by birth, and consequently eligible 
to the rank in the Russian army. The 
duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha is also 
a colonel in a Russian regiment. 


In Russia women's rights are rec- 


ognized, at least as far as the royal 
family are concerned, for all the im- 
perial princesses receive regiments 
after marriage, as well as the wives 
of the 
czar's sons. The colonels 


among the ladies inlhe royal family 
include the empress, the dowager em- 
press, the grand duchess Vladimir, 
the duchess 
of Coburg, the 
grand 


duchess Xenis, the grand 
duchess 


Serge, the duchess Vera of Wurtem- 
burg-, the grand duchess Alexandra- 
Josephowna, and the grand duchess 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 


Upon the whole, the lady colonels 


must be regarded as largely orna- 
mental adjuncts of the regiments, 
but they are expected to become ac- 
quainted with the officers, and it is 
safe to say that, although they may 
not be up in the manual of arms, they 
are to be depended upon to tell with 
the truest 
instinct whether their 


brother officers are nice fellows or 
not, and if they are not the lady col- 
onel will se to it that some more de- 
sirable officer is appointed. 


The sisters of the emperor of Ger- 


many are, three of them, colonels, and 
the fourth, it is lumored, will soon 
be appointed to a regiment in which 
sho will outrank her husband. 
The 


hereditary princess of Saxe-Meinin- 
gen, the eldest sister is colonel of the 
Second Silesian infantry, and 
her 


greatest ambition was to be appointed 
to a regiment. Her younger sister, 
Princess Victoria 
zu Schaumburg- 


Lippe, is colonel of the Fifth West- 
phalian, and cne of the most popular 
women in the German army. 
The 


officers adore her, and, what is more 
unusual, she gets along with their 
wives.

week. Now ifc gets merely ordinary 
headlines and barely space enough to 
tell the facts in their sequence. Two 
of the lekst sensational of the papers 
carriel the story on their first paiges. 
Elsewhere it was tucked away on the 
inside of the papers, and it has at- 
tracted no discussion whatever. The 
crime happened Wednesday, but it 
Was made us little impression upon 
the public mind as If it were a year 
old. 


There is a steady tendency on the 


part of the newspapers to get away 
from the sensational and the morbid 
side of news. 
The fact impresses 


every newspaper worker of experi- 
ence, and if newspaper readers will 
think back ten or twenty vears at 
the kind cxf criminal news which they 
used to read in the best papers they 
will be astonished to see to what an 
extent it is now disposed of in small 
paragraphs and under the most gen- 
eral phraseology.—Brooklyn Eagle.

under canvas, be hesitated at the 
stupendous proposal to ride picka- 
back across Niagara, until Blondin

The rope, although drawn as tight 


as possible by a windlass worked by 
sixteen horses on the American side, 
sagged fifty feet in the middle, where 
it was only twenty-seven feet above 
the water. 
For sixty feet of its 


length, too, across the rapids it 
swayed in the wind and the draught 
: 


from the falls* with a play from side 
to side of fifty feet. For the remain- 
der of its length at both ends it was 
held fairly steady at intervals of 
twenty feet by ropes weighted with 
bags of sand to keep them out of the 
way of Blondin's balance pole. 


It was journey downhill and up- 


hill. When he was fairly over the 
water Blondin had to pause for a rest. 
Mc'Colcord alighted and stood on the 
rope, with his hands on the french- 
man's shoulders. After a minute he 
climbed up again and the perilous 
march was continued until another 
halt was made over the steamer Maid 
of the Mist, on which the renowned 
pistol shot, Travis, was to exhibit his 
marksmans'hip by shooting a hole 
through Blondin's hat* Blank cart- 
ridges were used, and at the third 
shot Blondin deftly punched a hole in 
his own hat. 
The crowd was none 


the wiser. 


•But the exciting part of the trip 


was to come. This is how McColcord 
describes it; 


"The 
rope 
was 
comparatively 


st&ady until we reached the center, 
where there were no guy lines. We 
had made about ten feet of this sixty 
feet of distance when suddenly Blon- 
din tottered in an effort to walk 
straight, the rope going furiously up 
and down.

THE VALUE OF AN EOCK 


Not a few uses are found for the 


egg besides serving it for food. Every 
housekeeper should know its many 
valuable merits and thereby be able 
to save herself much annoyance and 
trouble, says the New York Herald, 


For example, the white of a raw 


egg makes a most satisfactory paste, 
and for some things is better than 
any prepared mucilage or paste one 
can buy. Dip into the white of an 
egg: the papers intended for covers 
to tumblers or jelly or jam, and they 
will hold not only securely, but will 
be air tight. 


In making mustard plasters mix 


in the white of an egg, and there will 
be no danger of burning the flesh. 
The white skin that lines the shell 
of an egg is a cooling application for 
a boil. It is claimed that a raw egg 
swallowed at once when a fish bone 
is caught in the throat will dislodge 
the bone. 
A better remedy, how- 


ever, ife to fill the mouth with bread 
ciust and swallow without chewing 
any more than necessary. Hoarse- 
ness is often relieved by taking the 
white of an egg that is well beaten 
with loaf sugar and the juice of one 
lemon. 


Besides serving to make coffee clear 


an egg beaten up with the grounds 
before they are put into the water 
will act as a good tonic. To prevent 
inflammation in a severe burn or 
scald apply the white of an egg. 
This can be done quickly, and will 
relieve the stinging immediately. 


Some people have difficulty in tak- 


ing a raw egg when prescribed by a 
doctor. 
Break the egg into a cup. 


Be careful not to break the yolk, 
Grate upon it a little nutmeg, add a 
few drops of lemon juice, some chop- 
ped parsely, a little salt and a dash 
of pepper. This will make the egg 
so palatable that it will not seem at 
all like medicine.

part of the general 
movement of 


France toward the east, a movement 
which began two centuries ago. Tlit 
rivalry between the French aud Eng 
lisli in India resulted in the expnl- 
eion of the former from the penin- 
sula and apparently extinguished the 
hope of a French empire in Asia. In 
the early days of this century, how- 
over, the discovery was made that a 
French sphere of influence might he 
established further to the east and 
French statesmen turned their at- 
tention to the possibility of founding 
colonies in southern China. A French 
missionary bishop established him 
self in Anam, and after a good deal 
of political maneuvering, finally suc- 
ceeded in obtaining control of the 
govp.rnment, which he administered 
in the name of a native prince. For 
over a third of a century, this ar- 
rangement continued, but impatient 
of a half control, the French seized 
as a pretext the murder of some mis- 
sionaries and occupied the province 
In force against the protests of the 
Chinese government. 
There was a 


war and as a result the annexation 
of more territory, until finally the 
French possessions, stolen outright 
from 
China, 
aggregate 
272,000 


square miles, an area equal to that 
of Texas, and having a population of 
over 21,000,000. 


The British invasions of 
China, 


aside from the warlike expeditions 
mentioned, 
have 
generally 
been 


peaceful, for John 
Bull, however 


belligerent he may be in the case of 
a weak antagonist, always prefers 
trading to fighting. 
England, has, 


however, in China, as elsewhere, fol- 
lowed the traditional policy of seiz- 
ing' points which could be easily de- 
fended and could be made available 
as bases for offensive 
operations 


should these become necessary. Hong 
Kong is an example of the English 
policy the world over. 
Situated as 


it Is almost at the mouth of an im- 
portant inlet, and commanding the 
entrance to the great city 
of fhe 


south, Hong Kong is 
strategically 


considered one of the most important 
posts on the Chinese coast. 


The British invasion of the Yang 


Tse Kiang Valley is as yet entirely 
of a commercial nature, but whether 
it will continue so is a question that 
only the events of the 
next 
f«w 


mouths can answer. 
The valley of 


this great river is justly described 
as the Paradise of China. The Yang 
Tse is one of the largest rivers iu 
the world, is navigable 
for " over 


1,700 miles, and drains an area of 
nearly 550,000 square miles, this one 
stream and its tributaries forming 
the water system of a territory not 
much inferior to that portion of the 
United States lying east of the Mis- 
sissippi. 
The population of 
this 


vast area is variously estimated at 
from 150,000,000 to 250,000,000 of 
people. 
In this great 
region "the 


commercial influence of England is 
paramount, but the invasion of the 
merchant and trader has not yet been 
followed by the invasion of the sol- 
dier. That in time it Will be 110 one 
who knows the history of the past 
can doubt, for never 
has it failed 


that the British trader was followed 
by the British general; never, after 
once acquiring a trade, have th*i Eng- 
lish yielded it without a fight. 


Apparently from the earliest times 


the Chinese have been the prey of 
any nation which chose to take the 
trouble to make war upon 
them. 


Their history has been one 
story 


after another of conquest and slaugh- 
ter, pillage and occupation. 


Six hundred years ago 
Genghis 


Khan made his appearance in the 
northwestern part of 
the 
empire, 


overran one province after another, 
destroyed ninety-six cities and in- 
numerable towns and villages. Mil- 
lions, of Chinese perished during this 
frightful raid, millions more were 
enslaved and carried off captive by 
the Tartar conquerors. 
Much com- 


ment has been made on the merciless 
character of the present war with 
China, but it is mercy itself when 
compared with war as waged by the 
great khan. During the Tartar in- 
vasion the population of whole prov- 
inces perished in an indiscriminate 
massacre, for the policy of Genghis 
was that of extermination.

bargainer. Snmelimss when the boy 
had been too mischievous and trou- 
ble-some to be endured the 
fellow 


would retire to his room and stay in 
b-jd for a week, suffering from the 
blues. 
Then he would be out again, 


driving sharper bargains than ever. 


"But, you see, the man probably 


was a shrewd buyer before the boy 
bi'gan to dog his footsteps. 
That 


' .counts for the fact that 
mental 


soundness is not essential to good 
"business methods. 
Business meth- 


ods, .like so many other things, be- 
come almost routine after awhile. 
In the case of business men who con- 
duct their affairs shrewdly, and whn 
yet suiter mental aberration in cer- 
tain things, you will find that they 
acquired their business training be- 
fore they got the malady. 


'•Fo:- instance, a good business man 


comes to see me regularly for treat- 
ment. 
But he comes to me at my 


house, simply because my office down 
town is on the twelfth floor, too far 
for him to walk up. He won't get into 
fin elevator under any circumstances.

Yet lie is an excellent 
business man — unless

lives too hig-h in a sky- scraper. 


'•Another man on the south side 


has not been on the north or west 
side for years because he dislikes to 
cross a bridge. These are only mor- 
bid fears, but they are closely akin 
to the hallucination. Yet, as I told 
you, none of them interferes with a 
trained man's conduct of mere busi- 
ness." 


Dr. Oscar A. King tells of a level- 


headed man in all other respects who 
cannot cross a railroad track under 
fifteen to thirty 
minutes. 
As he 


steps between the rails the thought 
comes to him: 
What if the spikes 


are loose? 
If they should be loose, 


whr.t would b'j his responsibility for 
not giving the alarm? 
So he 
ex- 


amines the spikes in the first two 
rails and they are all right, but the 
fear comes that maybe the next ones 
are loose. He goes on and on in this 
manner, sometimes several hundred 
yards, before he grasps the thought 
that nt any rate he cannot 
be re- 


sponsible for the whole track system 
and so turns back. 


Another man is sometimes half nn 


hour getting settled in bed to sleep. 
He has a gas jet in his room, and 
every night after he has turned out 
the light and gone to bed the thought 
conies:

making it impossible 
of lighting. 


To be content, he lias to turn on the 
flow and light the gas again. 
Then 


when he hns 'turned it out and got 
into bed the old disturbing question 
rises again. 


Often it is half nn hour before the 


man can settle himself for sleep. 


•Akin to nil these 
phenomena," 


said Dr. King, "is n mental condition 
frequently found in children. One of 
the most remarkable of these cases 
is that of a small 
boy 
who 
has 


chickens. 
He carries water to them 


from the house, pouring it into 
a 


trough in the chicken yard. When 
he gets back, almost to the house, 
the question 
conies 
up if he has 


poured the water in the trough. He 
ROCS back, sees the water there, and 
goes,, toward the house again, only 
to have the same doubt arise. • Fin- 
ally, .after many trips, he will put 
his hands in the water to make sure. 


-Another boy is afrnicl that he sets 


fire to things. 
He rotie home one 


afternoon on the back of a wagon. 
His mother saw him drop off into 
the street, turn, and then start after 
the vehicle at a dead run. She called 
him back and he expressed fear that 
lie had set the man's wagon on fire. 
'Eut you didn't have any fire or any 
matches?' 
suggested 
the 
mother. 


'No,' he said. 
'Then how could yon 


have set it on fire?' .'(I didn't,' he 
said, decidedly. 'Well, then, come 
in,' said tha mother. 'But "what if I 
did, though?' asked the boy in genu- 
ine fear and alnrm again. 


"The same boy got the idea that 


in undressing for bed lie had set his 
trousers on fire. -You couldn't do 
such a thing,' said the father. 'But 
I'm afraid I did,* 
was the reply.

up fields of knowledge heretofore re- 
garded as beyond the scope of man. 
This light, it is claimed, will not 
only be very cheap when first in- 
stalled, but after that there will be 
absolutely no expense in ninintninin: 
it. even though left to itself for cen- 
turies. Night after night for an 
definite period it will throw out its 
brilliant rays, and at the end of un- 
told years the illumination will be 
as- great as at first. No underground 
or overhead wires, nn dynamos nor 
gas retorts, nothing but a little disk 
of greenish stone. 
Place this in the 


wall or in the ceiling and rooms will 
be lighted as long1 as 
the 
houses 


stand. 


ORIGIN OF LIGHT. 


•The origin of. light ns accepted by 


I he layman is that it is merely the 
demonstration of energy produced by 
the destruction, combustion or con- 
sumption of certain substances, like 
coal, oil or gas. 
Heat is produced by 


the destruction 
of 
burning 
coal. 


This, transformed into motion 
by 


the steam cnp;ine ami flip dynamo. 
results in electricity for arc and in- 
candescent lights. 
In short, no ar 


tilicial light has ever been made foi 
man's use that has not been the re- 
sult of some material that was con- 
sumed in order to make it. 
A feeble 


light without lient is obtained from 
phosphorescence, but even this owes 
its origin to the slow consumption of 
the substance that produces it. 
To 


produce light without the expendi- 
ture of some sort oi' energy has been 
looked upon hertofore 
as an idle 


dream, hut thn discovery of the won- 
derful properties of the X-ray caused 
the scifentist to put on his thinking 


cap. 
The X-ray discovery 
proved 


that there was more than one form 
of radiant energy, although all ot 
them have the same qualities in cer- 
tain direction's, yet entirely different 
in others. Thus, while the poiverfu' 
rays of the sun were unable to pene- 
trate a thin piece of cardboard, the 
X-ray, which con Id hardly tin seen, 
was able to go through wood and 
metal. 
This fact 
contradicted the 


universally accented theory that the 
power of light was due in all cases 
to the material consumed. 
Experi- 


ments along- this lino soon convinced 
scientific students that uranium pos- 
sessed remarkable qualities — that it 
had the power of absorbing light and 
emitting- it afterward.

revivifying influence of an outing in 
God's free air and sunlight, and to 
drink in nature's beauties with all 
the glad delight of innocent child- 
hood. 


This summer camp was established 


six years ago and it has become one 
of the fixtures of the state institu- 
tion. Perhaps no feature of the life 
at the home is so popular with the 
little ones, and when a reporter for 
The Sentinel accepted Superintendent 
Alexander Johnson's kind invitation 
to visit the camp one clay last week 
he found a colony of thirty-six lirtle 
girls from the school reveling in the 
delights of an experience to which 
they have looked forward for many 
weeks with the keenest anticipation.:

The "City of Florence" is the name 


given this camping place, and the 
title is the natural consequence of the 
literary license which has christened 
the picturesque gulch in which it 
stands the "Valley of the A mo'*— 
so called from the historical fact that

a substantial wooden platform raised 
somewhat from the ground, and over 
this is constructed ti roof that is im- 
pervious fio the occasional summer 
rains.

preparing. There were in their words 
mid mniiner no trace of melancholy, 
no indication of anything loss than

i ; UNCLE SAM'S NEW WARDS HAVE "CIVILIZED MAN'S FULL 


APPRECIATION OF THE VIRTUE OF THE BATH.

[Manila Letter.] 


Much has' been said of the dirt 


Manila, but if one separates clean! 
ness and sanUariuess, then the Fil 
pinos, while generally cleanly, ar 
acknowledged to have absolutely n 
idea of what it means to live iu 
sanitary way. 


While a Filipino housewife wi 


throw her garbage directly outsid 
her front door and live happily i 
an atmosphere laden with smells, th 
interior of her house 
is 
generall 


tidy, and she herself almost alway 
neat in her appearance. 


Another thing, if bathing is not s 


frequent in the Philippines as it is in 
America, the women—both high am 
low—shampoo their hair much mor 
frequently nnd think 
nobody wel 


regulated who cannot find time to d< 
this at least once a week. 
Most o: 


the women have long and beautifu 
hair—albeit it is of the same dusky 
shade—and take pride in wearing1 i 
flowing freely down their backs when 
they are dressed for any especial oc- 
casion. A Filipino woman scarcely 
ever takes a bath that does not in- 
clude the washing of hejTlong, black 
mane. A bath means the scrubbing 
of the entire body from head to foot 


Then again, take a trip into tlie 


country, and the vie\v ie made pic- 
turesque by this one feature. Steam 
up the Pasig river on one of the gov- 
ernment launches and before every 
little hut which is nestled 
in the 


green bank, or in a clearing of the 
bamboo, are bathers, 
men, women 


and children, sometimes the 
whole 


family, doing the family wash at the 
same time. The people are modest, 
too, considering the climate and their 
simple way of living, for the women 
and little girls always wear some old 
garment, though the small boys nnd 
the men are apt to splash arouud in 
a natural condition. 
Nor do they 


bathe merely for the pleasure of be- 
ing in the water; they make a serious 
business of scrubbing 
themselves, 


using'a great deal of soap 
in the 


process. Since there is an abundance 
of water to be found in tho Philip- 
pines, this practice is almost uni- 
versal. 


Among; the natives and the "mes- 


tizos" who are well to do and who 
can afford to live in houses which are 
large 
enough—nnd 
substantial 


enough—to contain bath rooms, bath- 
ing is not much more universal than 
among the lower classes. 


There are several kinds of baths in 


Manila 
houses. 
One—which is the 


most simple—is the typical bath of 
the orient. 
A great porcelain tub, 


colored a dull blue, deep and of oval 
shape, is set in a room with floor of 
tiles or bricks slanting toward the 
wooden doorway, under which is a 
wide aperture. 
The doorway 
may 


open on a court yard on the first or 
second story. The tub is filled with 
cold water, but nobody is supposed to 
get in it. 
The bather, 
instead, 


clothed in a thin robe, stands at the 
side, dips the cold water out with a 
gourd or cocoanut shell and pours it 
over his person, 
after 
which 
it 


trickles down the inclined plaue of 
the floor and runs into 
the court 


yard, if no other drain is provided for 
it. The other style of bath is more 
elegant, composed of tiles, which are 
built into the room, sometimes mak- 
ing a large and luxurious bathing 
place, often with a shower arrange- 
ment above. 
Some of the 
newest 


built of the Spanish "quarteles" (sol- 
diers' barracks) in Manila have baths 
of this kind. But there is never any 
arrangement made for the bathing in 
hot water. Such a process seems al- 
most unheard of in the Philippine 
Islands. 


'An even more remarkable charac- 


teristic is that Filipinos of all classes, 
high and low, are almost universally 
cleanly in their clothes. In spite of 
the fact that all washing must be 
done by. beating the- clothes out-oii 
stones in the rivers or canals, most 
often without .soap, or else washing- 
them in flat wooden bowls in cold 
water, generally in the hot sun, you 
rarely sea even the poorest native in 
anything but immaculate garments, 
the men most often in white. 
These 


are also carefully mended. They not 
only get -their clothes very clean by 
their laborious process of washing, 
•but they are also carefully Ironed by 
means of self-heating irons, large af- 
fairs with a place inside for lighted 
charcoal. This is probably a Sp'anisT: 
device. After washing, the clothes 
are strung along a river -bank, or a 
fence, to dry, and afterward starched 
and Ironed. 


There is no more pleasurable sight 


in. the Philippines than that 'outside 
of'a 'church on a feast day. Grouped 
About the steps, waiting for the doors 
to be opened, are native men, women 


and children, all in clean cloUhes fro 
the little folks who toddle abou 
dressed exactly like their elders, i 
diminutive long trousers and thl 
shirt with the tail flying loose, o 
in the case of the girls, a 
tin 


"camisa" and skirt. All the wome 
are bare-headed and nearly all th 
men, 
and the fresh white or brigh 


colors of their clothes in the sunligh 
make a picture which once seen i 
never forgotten. The poorest nativ 
always has something neat and cleai 
to wear to church. 


The homes of the poor people in th 


Philippines are so simple that th 
ousewife does not .have to work har 
o keep them in order. There are n 
beds, for at night the family unrol 
their bamboo mats and stretch ou 
pon bhe floor. Duriug the day chairs 
re not in the least essential, the na 
ive 
being 
much happier 
when 


squatted on the ground or the floor, 
like a monkey. Sometimes a ohes 
r two, the rolled up bamboo mats, a 
ew cooking utensils of earthenware 
nd tihe figure of a saint are the only 
urnisiiings of a native house. 
To a well dressed Filipino woman, 
er underclothes are of as much con- 
ern as 'her outer garments, 'and some 
f the trousseaux provided by a fond 
nd indulgent papa for his daughter 
ould he the envy of any woman in 
he west. These trousseaux are al- 
ost always mnde at the convents, 
eing embroidered by the pupils un- 
er the. supervision of the sisters. 
'he needlework is exquisite, 'being 
ostly an open work on "pena" and 
arlous kinds of linen. The trous- 
aux always include dozens of ex- 
uisitely embroidered handkerchiefs. 
he work is always done in frames, 
liich are rested on stands, and as 
oon as a part is finished a paper 
overiiig Is carefully stitched over it. 
The learning to embroider is one of 
ie principal features of a young 
kl's education throughout the is- 
nds. .Whenever it can be afforded, 
ie daughters of a family are sent to 
convent to be educated. Not ueces- 
rily in Manila, for they have been 
stablished at many important points 
n Luzon and in cities of the south- 
•n islands, like Iloilo and Cebu. 
he openwork embroidery is not the 
nly veriety taught by the sisters. 
cclesiasticnl embroidery is also con- 
dered necessary in this country, 
here the number of churches nnd 
riests necessitate a large supply of 
lurch vestments, nnd this is often 
ch 'and heavy, and as beautifully 
one as the tapestry of our ancestors. 
n fact, a Filipino girl is not educated 
11 she can do all kinds of delicate 
wing.

cory. 
It may be that the sun spots or the 
ergy of which they are merely the 
suit work in some fashion that 
nnot be so easily traced.

If so,

INVASIONSJF CHINA. I 


THE LATE MARCH OF THE ALLIED ARMIES NOT THE FIRST 


TIME THE EMPIRE HAS SEEN FOREIGN LEGIONS. 


The occupation of Pekin by the nl 


lied army will probably mark a ne 
epocli in the history of the venerabl 
empire, for now as never before it i 
certain that the European power 
will not permit a reversal to the old 
ways, but will insist ere their with 
drnwnl that former conditions shal 
completely pass away, nnd that tli 
Chinese government and people shn 
enter oil a new order. 
In this re 


spect the present invasion of Chin 
differs materially from any previous 
disturbance of the monotony of Chi 
lese existence. 
Former wars hat 


ittle effect on the Chinese self-con- 
eit, but the present struggle can not 
end as did its predecessors. 
Th 


nly logical result, iu fact, the only 
esult which can "be accepted as al 
all satisfactory, is the humiliation 


f the Chinese government in the 
yes of its people. 
To the average 


Chinnmnii the government at Pekin 
epreseiits all that is great, magnlfi- 
ent and exalted on the earth. 
He 


ins been taught that all foreign 
ulers and potentates are only the 
iceroys, tho subjects of the emperor 
f China. 
The Chinaman believes 


hese statements, and consequently 
hinks of his own government ns so 
ar superior to all others that they 
re not worthy to be mentioned in 
ompnrison with it. 
It is commonly supposed 'that the 
ccupntion of Pekin by all the allied 
rmy will have the effect of dissipnt- 
ig the Chinese self-esteem, teaching 
iese people how inferior they really 
e to the representatives of western 
vilization; but whether this result 
ill follow is open to doubt, for pre- 
ous invasions of China have not 
d the effect of impairing1 Chinese 
nfidence in the eternal stability of 
e Chinese government. So marvel - 


us is the official hold on the Chinese 
ind that it is possible, even after 
ie armed occupation of Pekin, the 
fficlals may be able to explain the 
ccurrence in some way that will pre- 
ent a decline of the government 
,ock in the eyes of the people. 
Previous invasions of China have 


>eeii numerous, but none of them 


em to have made n very decided 
pression on the life of the people 


• on the official management of tlift 
mpire'3 affairs. 
The Chinaman, 


irough ages of usage, has acquired

Not elsewhere 


the earth is there a country where 


irecedent counts for so much. There 


no new thing under the sun in 


lina, and not only is that statement 
ue, but such is the persistence of 
ie Chinese mind in refusing to ac- 
pt a novelty that anything new is 
most nn impossibility. 
This fact 


s prevented the Chinese people 
om learning1 by experience, and 
ven the severe lessons they have re- 
eived in the past have, in large 
ensure, been lost on the nation, 
hich refused to learn, even when 
e teaching was done witli bayonets 
nd artillery. 
This is not the first time that the 
linese capital has "been occupied by 
e army of an enemy. . In 1857 the 
lations between the Chinese court 
nd the governments of Great Brit- 
n and Franc? became so unsatis- 
ctory that it was apparent a peace- 
l adjustment had become impossi- 
e. 
The causes of the difficulty 


ere not such as among other nn- 
ons would be regarded as valid ex- 
ses for a declaration of war. 
The 


ar was. in reality, provoked by the 
etermination of the 
western na- 


ons to force their trade and com- 
ercial intercourse on the Chinese 
hether the latter would or no. The 


ediate occasion was the refusal 


f the Chinese court to receive the 
presentatives of foreign 
powers 


ave under conditions which indicat- 
d the inferiority of the Europeans. 
1 other words, the determination of 
ie European to assert himself in 
linn brought on tlie conflict which 
esulted in the occupation of Pekin 
y trie' allied force in I860. 
The 


ost striking incident of the orcupn- 
on was the looting nnd burning of 
ie summer pnlnce by the allied 
rce. 
This act has been described 


s a piece of wanton barbarity on 
ie part of the allies, but was, in 
ct, designed as an object lesson for 


he benefit of the emperor's subjects. 
t was argued that no Chinaman 
ould be so obtuse as to misunder- 
tand the significincc of so signal an 
ct of vengeance, 
ir. fact, however, 


10 lesson was completely lost, for 
ie Chinese officiala were clever 
nough to make the people believe 
iat the burning of tho palace was 
ccidental, and that Its occurrence 
urine the allied 
occupation was 


merely ft coincidence, as the Chines a 
faith remained unshaken. 


There is no doubt that the Japanese 


army would have taken Pekin in tha 
last war had the campaign been al- 
lowed to proceed. 
The occupation 


of the Chinese capital and the dl»- 
tation of terms of peace from the im- 
perial palace would have been a logi- 
cal and fitting conclusion of the war. 
The complete triumph of Japan, how- 
ever, was frustrated by tlie inter- 
ference of Russia and France, the oc- 
lujintion of Pekin was prevented and 
tlie pride of the Chinese was spared 
the shock of seeing the victorious 
Japanese army at the gates of the 
capital. At the same time, the faith 


f 'the deluded Chinese was strength- 
ened by an imperial edict which told 
the people that bhe subject emperor 
if Japau having become troublesome, 
lis majesty of China ordered his vas- 
rals, the emperor of Russia and the 
iresident of France, to interfere and 
•educe the Japanese to obedience, 
which they promptly did. The mul- 
itudes of China learn so little of 
vhat is going on beyond their im- 
nediate neighborhoods that there was 
10 great diifioulty in imposing this 
iction upon them. Many, perhaps 
he majority of the Chinese people, 
ever heard of the war at all, but to 
liose who had, the explanation sug- 
;ested seemed so reasonable that it 
/as accepted, apparently without a 
oub't. 
There was a previous invasion that 
.ie Chinese government could not so 
asily explain away. It was that of 
ie opium war of 1840-42. Tha't the 
vil men do lives after them is true 


national as well as in private af- 


ilrs, was never better proven thau 
y the history of the causes of this 
ifamous war. The real author of 
ie opium war was Warren Hastings, 
he great viceroy of India. During 
is administration, tlie demands of 
ie directory in London for funds 
ere constant and pressing. Hast- 
igs gathered money, "by means fair 
nd foul, wherever he could, "but was 
till unable to satisfy the call of the 
isntiablp directory. Knowing that 
lere was a very large district in 
mtral India which produced super- 
n- opium, he determined to encour- 
ge the trade and so sent smuggling 
lips, opium laden, to the Chinese 
iast. During many years the smug- 
Jng went on, then developed inta an 


open traffic. 
The Chinese govern- 


ment took the most summary meas- 
ures for its suppression, destroyed in 
one day over $10,000,000 worth of i 
opium, nnd for the time completely 
broke up the traffic. The advantage 
gained, however, was merely tem- 
porary. The British government took 
up the cause of the opium dealers 
nnd, 
by successful military opera- 


tions, principally along the coast, 
compelled not only the readmission 
of the Indian poison into China, but 
also the reimbursement of the mer- 
chants whose property had been de- 
stroyed and a substantial indemnity . 
to cover the expenses of the war. But 
China is a country of so vast ex- 
tent, the facilities for the transmis- 
sion of news were then even more 
limited than they are today, nnd of 
the millions of yellow men, probably 
not one in a hundred ever learned 
that there was a war. 


The aggressions of Russia on the 


northern borders of China really be- 
gan in the last century, but ever 
since Russia made the discovery that 
China was a next-door neighbor, the 
onsets on Chinese territory have been 
persistent and, indeed, almost inces- 
sant. When Russia and China first 
came into contact, the authority of 
the Chinese emperor was recognized 
almost to the Arctic ocean. Little by 
little, China has been forced back; 
year after year, the Russian stand- 
ards have advanced until the area 
conquered from the Chinese empire • ' 
and annexed to Russia equals' 'the 
combined territories of France, Ger- 
many, Spain and Italy, while the 
population which has passed from tlie ' 
political control of China to that of '• 
Russia does not fall much short of 
18,000,000. This change of territor- 
ial ownership has not been peacefully 
effected. In every instance, additions 
to the Russian dominions were made 
as the result of war, generally o'f un- 
provoked invasion. Trivial pretexts 
wer seized; the border disputes that 
are inevitable between neighboring 
and antagonistic peoples, the com- 
plaints of traders, 'the depredations of 
robbers, any excuse was made to ans- 
wer when an advance was planned, 
and the conquering legions of tlie 
north never withdrew from a district 
they 'had once occupied.

mines of Lake Superior, one simply 
pushes ahead horizontally 
into a 


mountain a mile or so below its crest 
the temperature will be observed'to 
rise in the same manner. 


During- 
the construction of 
the 


Mont Cenis tunnel a maximum of 85 
degrees Fahrenheit was experience, 
and in the St. Gothard 87. 
It is es- 


timated that for something- like six 
miles of the Simplon tunnel the rock, 
when first laid bare, will show a 
temperature of 104. 
While the St. 


Gothard tunnel was being cut no less 
than 600 lives were lost among the 
workmen, most of them indirectly, in 
consequence of this heat. 
After .en- 


gaging for hours in vigorous phy- 
sical toil inside the tunnel-the men 
would go out Into the'Alpine cool- 
ness, take cold _and die. 


But if such results followed the 


construction of the'St. Gothard tun- 
nel, win 
temperatures fifteen or twenty de- 
grees higher for a much longer dis- 
tance P It 
was this consideration 


which gave rise to what is the most 
important innovation in the Simplon 
tunnel. 
Improvements 
there will 


be, of course, in methods of drilling', 
blasting and removing the fractured 
rock, but the chief novelty has been 
planned for the-sole purpose-of abat- 
ing the intense heat that would nat- 
urally he encountered.
